Details: During June 2001, the Southern Baptist Convention will

BIOLOGICAL WEAPONS -TERRORISM ACT 


U.S.C. 18, Section 175 - Whoever knowingly develops, 
produces, stockpiles, transfers, acquires, retains, or possesses 
any biological agent, toxin, or delivery system for use as a 
weapon, of knowingly assists a foreign state of any organization 
to do so. 

Does not include the development, production, transfer, 
acquisition, retention, or possession of any biological agent, 
toxin of delivery system for prophylactic, protective, or other 
peaceful purposes. 


USE OF WEAPONS OF MASS DESTRUCTION 

U.S.C. 18, Section 2332a - A person who uses, in the 
attempts or conspires to use a weapon of mass destruction: 

1. against a national of the United States while such 
national is outside of the United States; 

2. against any person within the United States; or 

3 . against any property that is owned, leased or used by 
the United States or by any department or agency of the 
United States, whether the property is within or outside 
the United States.

Proposed by conservatives as 
a means to stem rising divorce 
rates, covenant marriages are 
slightly harder to get into , and 
harder to end. Couples asking 
for a covenant marriage license 
must undergo some marriage 
preparation before the wedding, 
and agree to mandatory coun- 
seling before ffling for divorce. 

Yet the four-year e^^erience 
in Louisiana is that engaged 
. couples rarely request covenant 
marriage, in large part because 
, no religious denomination re- 
quires, it as a condition for bles- 
sing their ceremonies. 

That is also the case among 
Southjem Baptist churches in 
Louisiana. 

P^tors of two major South 
Louisiana churches said they 
, have never required .couples to 
acquire covenant marriage li- 
censes. 

Ifet the Revs. Waylon Bailey 
of Krst Baptist Church of Cov- 
ington. andPVed Luter of TVank- 
lin* Avenue Baptist church both 
described other strategies for 
prepamg cpuples for marriage, 
including mandatory sessions 
with the pastors where the per- 
manent bond of marriage is 
stressed. 

Both described that and 
continuing care for couples as 
their ^churches’ best efforts at 
honoring marri^e, making the 
couples’ acquisition of a civil 
covenant marriage license su- 
perfluous, they said. 

‘^What I give them leading up 
to marriage is the idea of cove- 
nant marriage,” Luter said. 
‘^Whether they later get it' 
downtown on a -piece of paper is 
another matter” 

Meanwhile, protesters outside 
the Sup^dome asked the Bap- 
tists to. embrace a more sympa- 


thetic understanding of gays 
and lesbians for the sake of 
their gay sons and daughters. 

Soulforce, an ecumenical 
group of gay, lesbian, bisexual 
and transgender Chi^tians and 
supporters, mounted* a jazz fu- 
neral outside the Dome. 

Thirty-four demonstrators 
were arrested when they re- 
fused to leave the Superdome 
entrance. They were later re- 
leased without charges. 

Southern Baptist Jeachings* 
“are killing God’s . . , children. 
Killing them spiritually. Making 
them feel unworthy and un- 
loved,” said former United 
Methodist ^ minister Jimmy 
Creech, who was defrocked by 
his church two years ago for 
performing same-sex unions. 

“For 19 years I thought ‘gay 
Christian’ was an oxymoron,” 
Gabe Coppinger of Oklahoma 
said at a noon news conference. 
Frightened to come out to his 
‘ Baptist parents, “I prayed 
eveiy night for (iod to change 
me.” 

Still, the Soulforce demon- 
strators were mis^ded at best, 
said Baptists who watched the 
demonstratioh unfold. 

Many, like Matthew Harding, i 
a student pastor on the staff of a 
Baptist church in Auburn Ala., 
said gays and lesbians must be 
treated'with respect? and dignity, 
short of accepting their sexual 
preference. 

He and other Baptists, how- i 
ever, characterized homosexual- 
ity as a free, choice and 
revereible in therapy a contro- 
versial notion that many mental 
health professionals dispute. 

“It’s not a matter of biology; i 
it’s a matter of spirituality,” 
Hardingsaid. * I

Division implemented a crisis management/counterterrorism plan 
that included significant representation from the local police 
and event security. 

Numerous NO Division resources were in a stand-by 
status to include Bomb Tech, SWAT, ERT, and the NO Division^ 
Forward (mobile) Command Element. NO FBI also provided liaison 
to the New Orleans Police Department (NOPD) and event security 
during the event . 

During the conference approximately 26 persons were 
detained by NOPD in a peaceful protest against the Southern 
Baptist views. The NOPD Intelligence Unit advised no arrest were 
made . 

The event was held at the Louisiana Superdome and the 
Hyatt Hotel with attendance of 9,000 persons.
